The man who has made two blades 
of grass grow where but one grew 
before has been looked upon as a 
public benefactor. But the man 
who has succeeded in producing one 
blade at less cost has worked out a 
more complex problem. 

Increased production does not al- 
ways bring increased: profit. In- 
creased profits from the dairy busi- 
ness must, in a measure, come from 
more economical production, 

To reduce the cost*of production 
we must have cows that by their 
breeding and individuality are ad- 
apted to our heeds, For the vutter 
land cream producing dairy, 
Jersey and Guernsey cows 
certain advantage because

at. 

The Holstein and Ayrshire cows 
are compelled to elaborate 
solids to produce the same amount 
of fat. This is a breed characteris- 
tic. 


On the other hand the Holstein | 


and Ayrshire cows can produce milk 
solids more economically and are 
better fitted for the production of 
cheese and market milk. 

Within the dairy breeds we find a 
greater difference between indivi- 
dual cows than between the breeds. 
We are keeping too many cows. We 
do not know what they produce nor 
how much they eat. Some pay 4 
profit and some are eating up the 
profits made by the others. It takes 
the profits from the good cows to 
balance the loss from the poor cows.

The authorities moved 
with care; they did not choose des- 
perate criminals for such unparal- 
lelled leniency of treatment; they 
did not take murderers or dynamit- 
ards.

Eyptians Won't Buy Them When 
Price Is Raised.

Rotation pr Failure—-Which! 


The accumulation of noxious 
weeds, diseases and insects om the 
farm is one of the most serious 
sources of logs. This results, as 4 
rule, from the constant growth or 
too long continued culture of the 
same crop or class of crops on the 
same land. Wilt in various crops, 
bacterial disease, grain rusta and 
weeds and insects too numerous to 
mention all accumulate in the soil 
under the one-crop system.” 

These peste often multiply to 
such an extent that ultimately it 
becomes impossible to secure pro- 
fitable returns from land thus in- 
fested. Resistant varieties must 
then be secured or crops cultivated 
on land not subject to these pests. 
All these troubles can be avoided 
and the fertility of the soil greatly 
improved by intelligent systems of 
rotation. ‘

Orchard Drainage. 


There are two types of drainage 
that must be kept in mind in locat- 
ing and planting an orchard; air 
drainage and soil drainage. The 
spot selected should be high, for 
cold air seeks the lower levels, and 
frosts come first in pockets and low- 
lying belts. If a valley or coulee 
is chosen, it should have a wide 


g opening at its lower end. A rolling 


site, somewhat elevated, will usu- 
ally afford good air drainage. 
The soil drainage also will gener- 


tally be good in a high, rolling ex-

HUERTA OF MEXICO.

What kind of a man ia this Vic- 
ltoriangn Huerta, the man of the 
hour in Mexico, the man of blood 
who attained the presidency 
|“through the murder of President 
Madero,’ the man who has refused 
to consider the proposal of Preai- 
dent Wilson of the United States 
‘that he should not be « candidate 
\for the Presidency in the fortheom- 
jing elections. He seams to be a 
‘bit of « grim humorist, for did we 
|not read the other day when Presi- 
dent Wilson offered to stand the 
expense of third-class tickets for 
all Americans who wished to leave 
Mexico, that Huerta had expressed 
'a desire to make up the difference 
between third and first class fares. 

Victoriano Huerta is a man of 
parts, of education, of high mili- 
(tary training, and achievements. 
Instead of coming from ignorant 
peasant stock, Huerta comes from « 
long line of ancestors well-known 
and widely in their own land. Born 
in 1867, he is now, at the age of 56, 
in the full zenith of his career, with 
natural ability strengthened by ex- 
| perience of men and affairs, able as 
‘at no -—previous time to cope with 
delicate and dangerous crises. 
| According to the best information 
obtainnble—for sources of informa- 
tion differ because some are friend- 
ly and others unfriendly—Huerta 
inherited not only a strong, supple 
body, but intellectual capacity ©x- 
pressed by an active brain, quigk 
‘in perception, decisive in action.

Fighting furiously for 45 minutes 
against an octupus @3 feet below 
the surface of the water, at the 
same time talking over the tele- 
phone to his attendants in a scow 
on the surface of the water, giving 
them accounts of the remarkable 
battle as it p , and finally, 

ractically uninjured, but in faint- 
jing condition, escaping, was the re- 
markable experience of Walter Mc- 
Ray, a deep-sea diver, at Alden 
Banks,, near Anacortes. . 

MeRae was engaged by the Apex 
Fishing Company to examine one 
of its fish traps on Alden Banks, 
and on the third trip to the bottom 
he ran afoul of the most dread- 
ed by divers. He had followed the 
lead for some distance when his foot 
was seized in the deadly grasp of 
the giant octopus.

| “Some time ago Mr. .Lioyd 
George paid a visit to Limehouse, 
and the subject of his remarks and 
his tone and manner were consid- 
ered by’ many to be of such an un-

Those dairy farmers who are care- 
fully noting the total production of 
each of their cows for the season are 
finding some curious differences. For 
instance, in one Ontario herd the yield 
of a, 9-year-old grade that- freshened 
March Sth was 4,080 pounds of milk up 
t> the end of July; the stable mate, 
also 9 years old, that freshened March 
lzth, receiving the same feed and care, 
— only 2,070 geet of milk. Over 

alf a ton of milk in that short period 
indicatesa considerable difference in 
income between the two cows. 

In another herd at the same factory 
between two six-years-olds that calved 
‘April 3rd and 4th, there is a difference 
of 1.400 pounds of milk and 60 pounds 
of fat up .to the end of July. This 
means between fourteen and fiftecn 
dollars that one cow earned more than

New Zealand Plant Cannot Be Af- =A: 


fected by Cold. 


A new blightproof and frost re- 
sisting potato has been discovered 
by John Harris. of Raethi, New 
Zealand. The discovery is said to 
be the. most important one in_agri- 
culture for many years, and the 
Agricultural Department of the 
New Zealand Government has in- 
vestigated the phenomenon and ad- 
mitted that the properties claimed 
for the new potato are beyond 
question, 


Mr. Harris has been experiment-| 


ing with potatoes for years, and 
some time ago he noticed a healthy 
stalk growing among a 
Northern Stars and El Dorados, all 
of which were affected by blight. 


He took up the root of the healthy 


plant, and finding it in a perfect 
state began to experiment. The re- 
sult is that a potato now called the 
New Era has been grown. The} 
plant was carefully nourished and} 
tended, and for several seasons a 
new cfop was propagated from the 
seeds of the previous crop. The 
variety has been placed under the 
closest observation, but on no occa- 
sion has there been the slightest | 
trace of blight or disease caused by | 
frost, though the crop planted next 
to it has been blackened by severe 
cold and is even now badly affected.

A section 
of the dyke, sixty feet wide, was 
lifted bodily from its bed and its 
component parts scattered far and 
wide, 

Water from Gatun Lake at once 
began to pour through the rent, 
while whistles were tied down to 
give the crowd a chance to cheer 
to its heart’s content. 

The first boat to enter the cut 
after the explosion was a native 
canoe manned by two Americans, 
but shortly afterwards three 
launches successfully negotiated 
the water over the great gap. _
